ANGRY OPPOSITION DEPUTIES WALK OUT OE SVN LEGISLATIVE 
DEBATE ON REFORMING PRESS LAWS, JOIN DEMONSTRATORS OUTSIDE. 
MAIN OBJECTION IS THAT GVN-BACKED CHANGES STILL ALLOW 
CONFISCATION ON ;VAGUE GROUNDS." BILL APPROVED BY 
REMAINING DEPUTIES (CHITRIB). LOWER HOUSE PASSES AND 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SENDS TO SENATE PRESS BILL THAT OPPOSITION SAYS AMOUNTS 
TO DE EACTO CENSORSHIP AND WOULD NOT DEFUSE POLITICAL 
DISSENT (AP, PHINQ). 
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WP S MCCOMBS IN SAIGON SAYS NEW PRESS LAW IS CONSIDERED 
SURE OF APPROVAL IN SENATE. IT LIBERALIZES SOME 
PROVISIONS OF OLD LAW BUT RETAINS KEY INGREDIENTS OE 
CENSORSHIP; NEWSMEN, PUBLISHERS AND OPPOSITION DEPUTIES 
DENOUNCE IT. MCCOMBS REVIEWS HISTORY OE PRESS ISSUE IN 
SAIGON, "LIVELY" NEWSPAPER TOWN WITH 16 VIET AND TEN 
CHINESE DAILIES, THAT SEEMED TO SPARK REAL PUBLIC RESPONSE. 
NOTES LIBERALIZED LAW ABOLISHES $30,000 DEPOSIT REQUIRED 
BY GVN TO INSURE PAYMENT OE POSSIBLE LINES, REDUCES 
MAXIMUM FINES AND PRISON TERMS FOR PUBLISHERS, AND SWITCHES 
ENFORCEMENT FROM MIL TO CIVIL COURTS. BUT PAPERS WILL 
STILL HAVE TO BE SUBMITTED DAILY TO CENSORS WHO HAVE 

POWER TO ORDER NEWS DELETED OR RUNS CONFISCATED. POLITICAL 
OBSERVERS BELIEVE THIEU STEADFAST IN DESIRE TO RETAIN 
STRICT CONTROL OVER PAPERS DESPITE FIRING OF INFO MINISTER 
NHA, WHO REMAINS ACTING MINISTER AND APPEARS DETERMINED 
TO STAY IN POSITION OF INFLUENCE. 

SHIPLER (NYT) SEES LOWER HOUSE VOTE THWARTING OPPOSITION 
PRESS FREEDOM DRIVE BY LEAVING THIEU WITH POWER TO 
CONFISCATE PAPERS. SAYS THIEU HAS BEEN FORCED TO ACCEPT

IMPRIMATUR." 

SHIPLER SEES CENSORSHIP AS ONE OF TWO "INEXTRICABLY 
LINKED" ISSUES THAT HAVE FUELED DEMONSTRATIONS; OTHER 
IS CORRUPTION, AND PRESS ISSUE GAINED PROMINENCE AFTER 
STERN GVN ACTION AGAINST PAPERS PUBLICIZING CORRUPTION 
CHARGES. NOTES THAT CONFISCATION IS EXTREMELY COSTLY 
FOR PAPERS, MANY OF WHICH OPERATE ON THIN PROFITS, 

AND THREAT IS USUAELY ENOUGH TO PROMPT SELF-CENSORSHIP. 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OPPONENTS OF BILL UNSUCCESSFULLY SOUGHT TO SHIFT 
CONFISCATION AUTHORITY TO COURTS. 

NYT'S NORA SAYRE FAVORABEY REVIEWS JANE FONDA'S FILM, 
"INTRODUCTION TO THE ENEMY," FINDS IT QUIET, MODEST AND 
OF INTEREST TO ANYONE CONCERNED WITH THE WAR AS WELL 
AS "THOSE WHO THINK THAT THE WAR IS OVER." FILM 
STRESSES THAT VIETS DON'T HATE AMERICANS AND DISTINGUISH

THAT "TENS OE THOUSANDS" OF SOUTH VIETS HAVE BECOME

7. HAK ENERGY SPEECH 

HAK PROPOSAL TO DEAL WITH OIL CRISIS, PRESENTED THURSDAY 
NIGHT IN CHICAGO, IS COVERED ON FRONT PAGE OF MANY PAPERS. 
HAK SAYS US PREPARED TO CUT OIL IMPORTS 85 PCT OVER NEXT 
DECADE, BUT WARNS ONLY DRASTIC CONSERVATION IN ENERGY 
CONSUMPTION "AND COLLABORATION AMONG CONSUMING NATIONS" 
CAN PROTECT WESTERN WORLD FROM "THREAT OE NEW EMBARGO" 
AND RISK OF FINANCIAL COLLAPSE. CALLS ON INDUSTRIAL 
NATIONS, INCLUDING JAPAN, TO COOPERATE IN JOINT PROGRAM 
FOR CONSERVATION, AND ESTABLISHMENT OF 25 BILLION DOLLAR 
FUND TO PROTECT THEMSELVES AGAINST MASSIVE, UNPREDICTABLE 
WITHDRAWAL OF OIL DOLLARS BY PRODUCERS FOR POLITICAL 
PURPOSES. 

REUTER (TOKYO) QUOTES GOJ SOURCE SAYING 5-POINT OIL 
COOPERATION PROPOSAL WOULD PLACE JAPAN IN DIFFICULT 
POSITION VIS-A-VIS OIL PRODUCING NATIONS. HAK'S

SPECIFIC DETAILS WILL NOT BE DISCUSSED. GOJ OFFICIALS 
COMMENT THAT JAPAN WOULD NOT BENEFIT FROM PACKAGE, UNLESS 
IT JOINS IN TREATY TO CONSERVE OIL, BUT POINT OUT THEIR 
CONSISTENT OPPOSITION TO ANY PLAN WHICH COULD LEAD TO 
CONFRONTATION BETWEEN PRODUCERS AND CONSUMERS. FOR THAT 
REASON, THEY SAY, THEY OPPOSED JOINT OIL CONSERVATION 
PROPOSED IN MEETING OF FINANCE AND FOREIGN MINISTERS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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IN WASHINGTON IN SEPTEMBER.

9. KOREA 

WP S OBERDORFER, IN SEOUL, OPINES THAT WHILE PARK'S 
RULE DOES NOT SEEM ENDANGERED NOW, DOMESTIC OPPOSITION 
HAS BROADENED AND DEEPENED IN PAST YEAR, AND TREND 
OF EVENTS IS NOT ON PARK'S SIDE. IN ABSENCE OF 
FUNDAMENTAL CHANGES, SUCH AS RELEASE OF 200 POLITICAL 
PRISONERS SENTENCED UNDER HIS EDICTS, PARK'S CRITICS 
AND ENEMIES HAVE NOT BEEN PLACATED OR WON OVER. 
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MOST TANGIBLE LEGACIES OE AUG 15 ASSASSINATION 
INCIDENT ARE IMMENSELY TIGHTENED PHYSICAL SECURITY 
CHECKS AT SEOUL AIRPORT AND NEW PILLBOXES AND OTHER 
HIDDEN WORKS AROUND ALREADY MASSIVELY-GUARDED BLUE 
HOUSE. PARK'S CIRCLE OE FRIENDS HAS CONTRACTED 
EURTHER, AND HE MOVES AROUND EVEN LESS EREELY THAN 
BEFORE. WHILE FORD'S PRESENCE MAY BE BOOST EOR PARK, 

RECENT EXPERIENCE SUGGESTS PHENOMENON WILL BE TEMPORARY. 

SITUATION IN SEOUL TODAY IN SOME RESPECTS RESEMBLES 
THAT OE LAST FALL WHEN ONE DEMONSTRATION AETER 
ANOTHER BROKE OUT IN UNIVERSITIES. BUT UNLIKE LAST 
YEAR, MAINSTREAM OE RC AND MANY OTHER PROTESTANT 
CHURCHES IS ACTIVELY ENGAGED IN STRUGGLE, AND NDP 
IS ALSO MORE OUTSPOKEN AND DETERMINED. UNCONEIRMED 
REPORTS FROM HIGH CIRCLES SAY PARK IS CONSIDERING

10. PRES EORD'S ASIA TRIP 

MARQUIS CHILDS RECALLS THAT WHEN TROUBLES AT HOME 
CLOSED IN, EORD'S PREDECESSORS WOULD TURN TO EOREIGN 
TRAVEL, WITH ACCOMPANYING TV, IN EXOITC SETTINGS 
AND CHEERING CROWDS. BUT EORD'S COMING TRAVELS ARE 
LIKELY TO BE BEDEVILED BY TROUBLES ABROAD THAT CANNOT

TEAMS EROM ITS "WORLD SERIES." BASEBALL HAS BEEN ONE 
OE MORE VALUABLE US EXPORTS, AND EACT THAT TEAMS 
EROM ROC, JAPAN AND MEXICO HAVE DOMINATED CHAMPIONSHIPS 
IN RECENT YEARS IS LAMENTABLE RATIONALE EOR EXCLUDING

12. THAILAND 

MARTIN GETZENDANNER (CSM) IN BANGKOK SEES REST OE

DEMOCRACY, OR WHETHER NEW THAI DEMOCRATIC ERAMEWORK

OCT REVOLUTION DID NOT DISLODGE OLD MILITARY POWER 
STRUCTURE, AS CLAIMED; MERELY KNOCKED OEF VERY 
TOP, BUT BELOW THAT IT ONLY BROUGHT RESHUEFLE. EACING 
MILITARY AS ELECTIONS APPROACH IS THOROUGHLY-FRAGMENTED 
CIVILIAN LEADERSHIP. COUNTERPOISED AGAINST OLD-STYLE 
ELITE POLITICKING ARE NEW MASS-BASED ORGANIZATIONS, 

MOST INELUENTIAL AMONG THEM BEING STUDENT ORGANIZATIONS, 
COMMUNIST PARTY, EARMERS' GROUPS AND LABOR ASSOCIATIONS. 
EIRST TWO ARE HAVING MOST PROBLEMS, BUT COMMUNISTS 
AND STUDENTS HAVE DEVELOPED SOLID EOUNDATIONS OF SUPPORT 
AND ARE GROWING MORE RAPIDLY THAN EVER. ON OTHER 
HAND, EARMER AND LABOR ASSOCIATIONS HAVE BEEN HAVING 
GREATEST DIEEICULTIES JUST KEEPING UP WITH MUSHROOMING 
MEMBERSHIPS. 

BUT PACTION-RIDDEN CIVILIAN ELITE HAS NEVER BEEN ABLE 
TO STAND UP TO MILITARY, AND WITHOUT MUSCLE OP MASS 
ORGANIZATIONS PARTICIPATING DIRECTLY IN NEW GOVT, 

THERE IS NO REASON TO BELIEVE CIVILIANS WILL BE M 
MORE SUCCESSPUL THIS TIME. IS PARTICIPATORY DEMOCRACY 
SECURE IN THAILAND? ANSWER SEEMS TO BE STARK "NO." 

13. GENERAL 

LAT'S ELEGANT IN HK (1 1/14) OBSERVES THAT INPLATION 
PERILS PUTURE GROWING OP ASIAN MIDDLE CLASS. RECOUNTS 
BLOSSOMING OP MIDDLE CLASS WITH TRANSFORMATION 
FROM COLONIALISM TO INDEPENDENCE, AND ITS 
ADOPTION OF WESTERN VALUES. BELIEVES RELATIONSHIP 
WITH WEST THREATENED, AS IS CONTINUING SOCIAL AND 
ECON PROGRESS IN MOST ASIAN COUNTRIES. SOME NATIONS, 

LIKE BURMA, CONTRIVED IDEOSYNCRATIC FORMS OF "PRESUMED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SOCIAL DEMOCRACY" WITHOUT MUCH SUCCESS. THESE 
GRIND MIDDLE CLASS, BUT PRIMARY THREAT IS INELATION. 

THIS DEPRESSES BUSINESS ACTIVITY BY WHICH IT LIVES 
AND PUTS MATERIAL OBJECTS FOR WHICH IT STRIVES OUT 
OF REACH. 

ELEGANT DOES NOT INCLUDE JAPAN IN HIS SURVEY SINCE 
IT IS SO DIFEERENT. NOTES THAT "CURIOUSLY" ONE 
COUNTRY WHERE NEW MIDDLE CLASS IS STUBBORNLY ENTRENCHED 
IS PRC, WHERE MIDDLE CLASS ATTITUDES EVINCED BY URBAN 
WORKING CLASS ARE UNDER CONSTANT ATTACK. 

SEES DANGER IN NEW TREND BECAUSE WITHOUT THRIVING 
MIDDLE CLASS, MOST TECHNOLOGICAL INNOVATIONS CANNOT 
OPERATE, AND POSSIBILITY OE LIMITING POPULATION 
THROUGH BIRTH CONTROL WILL DISAPPEAR. MIDDLE 
CLASS ALSO FORMS STRONG LINK BETWEEN DEVELOPED AND 
UNDERDEVELOPED AREAS AND IE IT "RUSTS AWAY" MIS-

STILL PENDING IN CONGRESS, SPEAKER ALBERT WOULD BE IT. 

CDN'S BEECH IN TOKYO (1 1/I3) SAYS JAPAN IS PAPERING 

OVER NOISY POLITICAL QUARREL IN TEMPORARY SHOW OF UNITY 

CHILDS FEELS THERE IS SOMETHING TO BE SAID FOR FIRST
